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ABSTFACT 


Intended to be a central source of information on: 
where to acquire statistics on the social and economic * 
characteristics of various racial groups, this report includes 
references on printed reports, computer tapes, and special 
calculations. The racial categor. ses-ck white, negro or black, Indian, 
Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, Hawaiian, Korean, Aleut, Zskimo, and 
other are defined and described. Pneluded in the list of printed 
materials are the 1979 census publications and the Subject Guides to 
197C Census Popylation and Housing Characteristics, consisting of 
four comprehensive guides to tables containing racial data referenced 
by subject matter and geographic areas. The availability of printed 
reports is cited, Summary tapes} produced in six tabulated series, 
provide «ables with data for racial categories in the population and 
housing tabulations at various geographic levels. Their acquisition 
and public use is explained. In cases where the need for racial 
statistics tabulated by certain subjects or geographical detail is 
not met by general census *abulations, special tabulations can be 
undertaken to meet individual needs. Doepals concerning special 
tabulation procedures are specified. For tables and eleven figures 
accompany the report.

i. DETERMINING RACIAL 
CLASSIFICATIONS 


Racral statistics have been collected in the census of 
population sme the first census in 1790, Aside trom 
the white and black gronps, however, no other raves 
were collected separately antil the census of 1860, 
when Indian and Chinese were first enumerated as 
eparaly groups, 


Historically, the deternmnation of race m the United 
States censuses has mainly been made by the enumera- 
tor on the basis of observation. Beginnmg with the 
1960 census, information on race has been obtained 
ncipally ifough self-enumerson. Respondents 
now have the opportunity to classify themselves 
fespeet lo race. The conecpt of taee as used by the 
Bureau does not denote any sere: hon of 
biolugieal stock. 


On the 1970 census questionnatte, persons were 
ashed lo mdicate then race by seleeung one of the 
following. White, Negro or Black, Indian (American: 
Japanese. Chinese, Fihpmo, {nvanan. Korean: Other 
(specify. In) Alaska. Aleut and Eskimo were sub. - 
stiluted for Hawasnn and Korean. All persons who 
indiated their race as American Indian were also asked 
fo tndieate their tribe. For persons of mtsed parentage 
who were In doubt as to their classification, the race of 
the persen’s father was to be used, 


Ractal data were tabulated from answers to question 
No. 4 on color of race, (See fig. 1, facsimile of 
questionnane item.) This question Was one of the basie 
questions asked af all persony enumerated in the 1970 
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census. (Those questions asked uf crenene produced 
complete-count dats. The questions asked of only part 
af the pupulatien yielded sample dats.

In addtnon to findings of the vensuy of population, 
cunducted every 10 years, the Bureau of the Census 
publishes continuing and up-to-dste demographic. 
social, and economic statistics under the general ule, 
Current Population Reports. These reports constst of 
etgiit separate seties. Four of the reports m the 
series— Population Characteristics {P-20). Special 
Studies (P-23), Farin Population (P-27), and Consumer 
{nenme (P-60} contain data detived from the Current 
Population Survey (CPS) taken monthly by the 
Bureau (At this time. the CPS  unsists of approx 
mately $7,000 occupied households. These households 
are located in 46} areas covering 923 counties and 
independent cites spread throughout cach of the 50 
States and the District of Columbia.) 

The reports based on the CPS provide data on such 
subjects as mobility of the population, educational 
attainment, school enrollinent, households and fain- 
ics, marital status, feruhty, American youth, age, 
face, mcome of families, individuals, households, and 
the low income population. 


Other reports in the Current Population Reports 
senes provide population estimates and projections by 
age. rave. and sex; and data on recent and expected 
purchases of cars. houses, and substantial household 
items. Re. ts of Special censuses conducted by the 
Bureau upe, request by ejties orother Jocal govern. 
ments are also published in the Current Population 
Reports series. 

Extensive statistics tur blacks are presented in the 
Current Population Repurts. Series P-23, The Social 
and Econom, Status of te Black Population a the 
Unned States (the current repurt, No.48, 18 for 1973), 
which Prosides stuttsti.s desembing the general, social, 
and ewunumic charactensties of black Americans. This 
annual report presents the most current statistics on 
und focuses un the changes which have occurred mn 
income, employment, education, family characteristics, 
housing. health, fertility, voter participation, and public 
office holders. This report ts part of the Special 
Studles. serves P-23, and contains data from the CPS as 
well 45 data frum the 1970 Census of Population and 
Housing, other Bureau of the Census surveys, and from 
other government and private agencies. Data are 
shywn. primanly. for the United States, regions, 
metrypolitan-nonmetrypulltan areas, and inside and 
outside central cites, yyme data are presented for 
States and cities. 

Other senes presenting various statistics cross: 
classified by race include Population Characteristics, 
series P.20; Population Estimates and Projections, P-25; 
Farm Population. seties P-27; Spectal Censuses, series 
P28, Constemer tncome, series P-60; and Consumer 
Buying Indicators. senes P-65.

COMPUTER TAPE 


Data on selected racial groups from the 1970 Census 
of Population and Housing are available on the 1970 
Census Summary Tapes and the Publi. Use Sample 
Tapes These computer tapes can be obtained by users 
at the cost of reproduction as part of the Bureau's data 
products program. Information on the data yn selected 
racial groups available on computer tape 1s presented:in 
this section. A summary chart including racial cat- 
egories for the 1970 Census Summary Tapes (figure 4) 
appears on page 3}. 


1970 CENSUS SUMMARY TAPES 
First Through Sixth Count Summary Tapes 


Computer tapes containing basic data about in- 
dividual persons or housing units (basic record tapes) 
were used tO create tapes containing sumimary data or 
totais of characteristics at various geographic levels. 
These summary tapes were produced in six tabulation 
series—referred to 28 counts—which yielded the sta- 
tisties presented in most of the printed reports. The 
first three series, the First, Second, and Third Connts, 
contain only complete-count or J00-pereent data, 
derived from the census questions asked of all house- 
liolds. The Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Count Sunimary 
Tapes present tabulations which include the 20-, 15-,

Many of the tabulations contained on the summary 
tapes are cross-classified by race. All of the summary 
tape counts have tabulations of data for the black 
population, but for the detaited racial categories 
(ndian, Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, Hawaitan, Korean 
and “Other race” populations) data are umited mainly 
to populatton counts in the first two summary tape 
series and to several basic population characteristics on 
the Sixth Count Summary Tapes. 


First Count Summary Tapes—These tapes contain 

19 tables which present racial statistics cross-tabulated 

by complete-count or 100-pereent tems. Population 

and ‘housing data are presented 1m most of these tables 

+ for the toral and black populations. Total population 

counts are provided for white, black, Indian, and 

“other specified races.” These-tapes were the source of 

the PC(1)-A reports. Manber of fnhabirants. The total 

contents of the First Count tapes are available on 
mucrofiim. 


Second Count Summary Tapes—Also derived from 
the 100-pereent items, these tapes contain 52 tables 
which Present racial data covering the same Subjects as 
the First Count tapes but in greater detail. Many tables 
present complete-count population and housing 
characteristics for the total and black populations; for 
some tables data are shown for total, white, and black. 
Counts of persons by sex are shown for the White, 
Black, Indian, Japanese, Chinese, Filipino, Hawaiian, 
Korean, and “Other race” populations. These tapes 
were the source of the PC(1)-B reports, General 
Population Characteristics, HC(I)-A reports, General 
Housing Characteristics, and the Census Tract Reports, 
series PHC(I). The Second Count tapes, however, 
contain more data items for tracts and other selected 
areas than the printed reports. 


Third Count Summary Tapes—Including 16 tables 
of data cross-classified by race, these tapes contain 
100-percent population and housing data at the block 
level (the smallest geographic area for which the 
Bureau publishes statistics). Most of the tables provide 
data for total and black populations; population counts 
by sexare included for total, black, and “other race”; and 
occupied units by tenure are provided for total, white, 
and black populations. These tapes, the source of the 
Block Statistics reports, series HC(3), contain more 
data per block than are presented in the reports. They 
contain less data, however, than the First and Second 
Count Summary Tapes. Computer programs have been 
developed to create microfilm versions of the Third 
Count tapes on @ customized basis. 


Fourth Count Summary Tapes—Containing data 
based on the questions asked of a sample of the total 
population, these tapes are the primary source of 
sample data for small areas. One hundred tables on the 
Fourth Count population portion present data for the 
total, white, and black populations and many of the 
Fourth Count housing tables show housing charactes- 
istics for the total and black populations. Fourth 
Count is the source of the Social and Economic Char 
acteristics reports, PC(1}—-C. the Detailed Housing 
Characteristics reports, HC(1)-B, and part of the Cen: 
sus Tract Reports, PHC(1). Because the Fourth Count 
tapes contain such a large number of tables which pre- 
sent racial Siatistics, it is not feasible to include them in 
the seetion for the individual counts. However, a list of 
the major subjects covered in the tabulations is pro- 
vided. For detailed tnformation on the specific types of 
data available by race on the Fourth Count Summary 
Tapes, refer to Data Access Description No. 22, dated 
March,1971. 


Fifth Count Summary Tapes, Files A and B for ZIP 
Aseas—These are the only summary tapes 


Code 


organized by ZIP code arcas. They inckude 13 tables 
which show population or fiousing characteristics 
vtoss-tabulated by race. These tapes contain data based 
on the sample questions. Population totals are available 
by ZIP code areas for the White, Black, Indian, 
Japanese, Chinese, Filipino. and “Other race” popu- 
laaons. Other population and housing characteristics 
are given for the total, white.and black: or total and 
black populations. 


Fifth Count Summary Tapes, File C—Fiie C was 
produced as a spestal tabulatron and ts now available at 
the cost of reproduction. The File C tapes present the 
Fifth Count data for enumeration districts or block 
Sroups, census tracts, and nunor civd divisions (MCD's) 
oF yensus county divisions (CCD’s) instead of ZIP code 
aveas. These tapes are available on a State-by-State 
basis. 

The data content of File C Fifth Count tabulations 
ts available on 16mm nucrofilm and paper printouts 
prepared from the microfilm for counties and MCD's 
or CCD's. This nucrofilm product greatly expands the 
amount of eye-readable sample data for counties and 
county subdivisions. 


Sixth Count Summary Tapes—The Sixth Count 
lapes contain dara for large areas and include more 
detailed tabulations and cross-classifications of sample 
pupulation and housing charactensucs for blacks than 
any of the other summary tape senes. In some of the 
tabulations, based on sample questions, detailed 
characteristus ate available for the Indian, Japanese. 
Chinese, Filipino, Hawausn, Korean, and all "Other 
race” populations. These tapes were the source of the 
PC(1)-D reports, Detatled Charactenstics of the Popu- 
lation, and the HC(2) teports, Metropohtan Housmg 
Characteristics. The numerous Sixth Count tables 
presenting racial statistics will not be {ested in this Data 
Avcess Description, but a ist of the mayor subjects for 
which data are shown in the tapes appears on p. 40. 
For detailed information concerning the specific kinas 
of racial data On these tapes, refer to Data Access 
Deseription Nu. 30, dated August 1972, covenng the 
Sixth Count. 


Racial Data Available on Summary Tapes 


Additional information on the racial data available 
on the 1970-census summary tapes is shown in figures 
5 through 10. For the First, Second, Third, and Fifth 
Counts, the subjects and table numbers of the sum- 
mary tape tabulations whicl: contain racial data are 
shown by racial categories. While the Fourth and Sixth 
Counts contain many tables with racial data, because 
of the large number of tabulations in these two counts, 
onty itemized lists of the major subjects are shown. 
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PUBLIC USE SAMPLE TAPES 


In spite of the considerable amount of detail in the 
printed reports and sumniary tapes as described above, 
there are bound to be some research questions which 
inyolve relationships among census variables which 
have not been prepared, There arc two ways for the 
user to obtain tabulations tailored to his needs. First, 
he may arrange with the Bureau for a special tabulation 
on a cost-reimbursable basis. Special tabulations have 
the disadvantages that they are relatively expensive and 
may take severat months to prepare, On the other 
hand, if the desired tabulations do not involve small 
areas, the user may be able to prepare his own special 
tabulations from public yse samples of basic vensus 
records using his own computing facilities with 
maximum flexibility. 

Public use samples include modified forms of the 
census records for individual households and persons, 
with identifying inforniation removed, selected 
scientifically as a sample of the Bureau's basic records. 
Each public use sample contains records for | percent 
of the population or roughly 2 million individuals. Six 
different public use samples have been drawn from the 
basic records, three from the 15-percent sample and 
three from the 5-percent sample; one each for the 
following three categories’ SMSA's and county gronps, 
States, and neighborhood characteristics. The data are 
available for public use in the form of computer tape 
files consisting of records in which all information is 
recorded as numeric codes, There are two types of 
records’ one for households and one for persons. Each 
household record is followed by a variable number of 
persons records, i.e., one for cach of its members, No 
names or addresses appear in the public use sample 
files, and the areas of residence defined are sufficiently 
large to avoid disclosure of individuals, Gcographic 
information is limited (o protect confidentiality, and 
geographic codes identify only areas with a population 
of more than 250,000. More information is contained 
in Data Access Description No. 24, Public Use Santples 
of Basic Records from the 1960 and 1970 Censuses, 
dated May 1971. Detailed documentation of the files 
and their contents is available in Public Use Samples of 
Basic Records From the 1970 Census: Description and 
Technical Documentation. 

Data on race are available from the public use 
samples. Every public use sample record indicates the 
race of the subject: White, Black, Indian, Japanese, 
Chinese, Filipino, Hawanan, Korean, and “Other'’— 
along with the subjects age, family characteristics, 
income, educatlon, occupation, and other census 
characteristics. The user has considerable flexibility 19 
combining the variables of interest in a tabulation. 
Tabulations of I-percent public use samples are, 
however, subject to greater samphng vanabiliy than 
corresponding tabulations from the full census 20-, 15-, 
or 5-percent saniples.
